REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
teaches altering a deposition condition for a plurality of burners during the course of a 
vapor deposition process for depositing glass particles onto a starting member. 
Furthermore, the prior teaches making these alterations during the turning point in a 
reciprocating motion of the burner movement. However, the prior art fails to teach 
altering the condition at least twice for each of the plurality of burners such that the 
interval between adjacent burner positions where the condition is altered is shorter than 
the interval between adjacent burners. That is, the distance each burner has traveled 
between positions at which condition(s) are altered is shorter than the physical distance 
between two adjacent burners.
